According to William Brook, president of 
the Antioch State Bank, there will be a 
' change in ownership of the bank by the first 
of the year. 

The formation of the Antioch Holding Co. 
has taken place, headed by John Madden and 
B.T. (Mike) Reidy, with Brook accepting 
stock in the holding company in lieu of cash. 

Since the holding company must acquire 80 
percent of the bank's stock, an offer of $80 
per share has been approved and recom- 
mended by the bank's board of directors, and 
has been made to all the share holders of the. 
State Bank. 

The holding company is now in process of 
acquiring the needed shareholdings. 

After serving as the bank's president for 46 
years, Brook, who is now 65, says, " Now that 
'the area is no longer a simple rural 
agricultural one, with the society becoming 
more complex by the day and with the rapid 
growth and change of industry taking place, 
I have felt for a long time that there is need 
for greater sophistication and expertise at 



the State Bank." 

He continued, " In order to carry on the 
leadership and provide the community ser- 
vice for which this bank is well known, I feel 
younger, aggressive and expert top level, 
people are needed." 

"Mike Reidy and John Madden have the 
■ ability, character and in fact they've got it 
all." 

Brook went on to say that he has known 
both men, individually and collectively, for 
fifteen years. 

Madden is -a former examiner with the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp., presently 
involved in bank management. 

Reidy is a former officer of the Northern 
Trust Co. and presently president of a bank 
similar to the State Bank, ' 

"I have been asked and plan to remain ac- 
tive with the bank as it's president and board . 
chairman for about 10 years," Brook con- 
tinued.

If statistics from the past can be used to 
predict the future, Independence Day 1980 
will be a day of pain and anguish for at least 
50 Illinois families, according to the Illinois 
Society for the Prevention of Blindness 
<ISPB). 

' SOMETIME during- the July 4 holiday, 
Edgar T. Britton, executive director of ISPB, 
predicts, exploding firecrackers, red hot 
sparklers, roman candles, and other 
carelessly handled pyrotechnics will 
seriously damage the eyesight of 50 or more 
youngsters. 

Britton explains that this is an average 
compiled over the years by the lllnois 
Society, a non-profit organization founded in 
1916 to fight needless blindness throughout 
the state. 

IN 1919, he says, eye doctors in' Illinois 
reported 62 serious injuries to the Society. In

The controversy revolves 
around the danger of these 
releases, with Com- 
monwealth Edison and some 
local officials minimizing 
the health impact and others 
questioning the credibility of 
Edison's interest in the 
safety of the local com- 
munity, "

Almost 10,000 Illinois veterans and their 
survivors will be getting larger Veterans Ad- 
ministration pension checks on July 1, the 
result of a 14.3 percent increase in the gover- 
nment's cost of living index. 
* DONALD RAMSEY, director of the VA's 
regional office in Chicago, said that about 
100.000 Illinois VA pensioners are affected in 
some way by the cost of living index. 

Pensions are paid to veterans totally and 
permanently disabled from circumstances 
unrelated to their military service, Ramsey 
said. They are paid also to survivors of 
veterans who are. in need. Unlike com- 
pensation paid to those disabled because of 
military service, pensions are affected by u> 
come from other sources. 

The 9,817 who will get increases this mon- 
th, payable July 1 are those who have swit- 
ched to the "improved"" VA pension plan 
inaugurated by Congress in 1979. The plan 
links VA pension rates to adjustments in 
social security payments. Before the change, 
an individual's pension was subject to reduc- 
tion each time social'security increased. 

THOSE PENSIONERS who chose to stay 
tinder the nension rules in effect before 1979 



wiff not receive the July 1 increase; They 
however, avoid the reduction in pension that 
the social security increase would have' 
triggered before the legislation went into ef- 
fect. For these pensioners, the 14.3 percent 
social security increase triggered a similar 
increase in the maximum amount of income ' 
they could receive from other sources and 
still remain eligible for VA pension. 

Pensions for veterans and survivors under 
the "old plan" remain fixed and payable at 
the rates in effect in 1978. But those rates are 
protected against reduction that would other- 
wise result from cost of living increases in 
their income from other sources. 

RAMSEY SAID "old plan" recipients may 
request transfer to the "improved" plan at 
anytime. . 

The agency will carefully review each ap- 
plication to advise applicants to choose the 
plan which works, to their personal ad- 
vantage. 

With the June increase, payable in July 1 
checks, a veteran with one dependent and no 
other income will receive $5,844. For each 
additional dependent, the added amount is 
$755 per year.
